In Viet Conflict 
Totals33,063 


10,112 Killed Since 
Talks Start; Reds 
Continue Offensive 


SAIGON 
<AP) - The U.S. 
Command announced today that 
351 Americans were killed in ac­ 
tion in Vietnam last week, push­ 
ing the total of U S. battlefield 
dead to 10,112 in the 10 months 
since the Paris peace talks be­ 
gan and to 33,063 in more than 
eight y ears of war. 
The American toll last week 
was 15 more than the prev ious 
week’s 
total 
and 
raised 
the 
number of Americans killed in 
the first three weeks of the Viet 
Cong’s spring offensiv e to 1,140, 
only 240 less than the 1.380 U.S. 
troops reported killed during the 
eight weeks of 19 69 prior to the 
offensiv e. 
If the current casualty rate 
continues the total of American 
dead in the Vietnam war will 
ex ceed the Korean war toll of 
33.629 by the end of this month. 
More Americans then will hav e 
been killed in Vietnam than in 
any other war in U.S. history 
ex cept the Civ il War and the 
two world wars. 
The U.S. Command said 1,401 
Americans were wounded last 
week, compared with 1,69 4 the 
week before. 
South Vietnamese casualties 
were 325 killed and 1,156 wound­ 
ed. up from 259 and 1,058 the 
prev ious week, the gov ernment 
said. Despite the mounting al­ 
lied casualties, the Viet Cong 
and 
North 
Vietnamese 
were 
pay ing a far heav ier price for 
their offensiv e. 
U.S. headquarters said 4.137 
of the enemy were killed last 
week, bringing the total enemy 
dead to at least 119 ,100 since thè 
Paris talks began last May and 
to at least 465.47 9 since the Unit­ 
ed States entered the war on 
J an. 1, 19 61. 
The enemy toll for the first 
three weeks of the offensiv e is 
15,09 9 dead according to allied 
figures.

still lived there. Now. to gtv* 
Richard Nixon equal time, the 
labor chief need only return 
49 times. 
Mr. Meany got royal treat­ 
ment. Secretary of L a b or 
George Shultz pick ed him up 
m the department's official 
limousine. President N i xon 
greeted him 
as though he 
v» n** » » •« •» 
were President of Kenya. Photographers were 
called in to photograph him sitting on the coucft 
between Mr. Nixon and Mr. Shultz. 
The President reported on his trip. Views om 
foreign affairs were exchanged Classified de­ 
fense matters and the ABM were “dialogued.” 
President Meany now is being neutral against 
no one. 
But the neutral neutrality of labor's chief of 
chiefs is not rubbing off on labor's political 
strategists — though Mr. Meany returned to his 
office quite happy with his first visit to the Re­ 
publican White House — a Nixon White House 
at that. 
On the other side of the political street, la­ 
bor’s activists are helping Sen. Fred Harris, 
chairman of the Democratic National Commit­

SEN. HARRIS HAS had six or seven meet­ 
ings with his Senate and House campaign com­ 
mittees.

a charge account k nows how stupid and in­ 


considerate a computer can be So it's no 


wonder that the American people have anxi­ 


eties about a computer deciding whether or 


no^ we’re going to get into a nuclear war. 


. IT SEEMS ONLY FITTING that the Amer­ 


ican public should elect the computer that 
will mak e the most important decision for 


mank ind. 
At the moment we have many fine com-

puters to choose from. There’s IBM, 
a t 


course, there’s Univac, Honeywell, Data Con­ 


trol, RCA and General Electric, just to men­ 
tion a few. 


These computers could easily be put on the 
ballot in 1972 and, instead of a president, we 
would choose one of them to lead the country 
for the next four yean. 


We still would have a political campaign, 
with the c o m p u t e r s vying for vote« 


among the electorate. Each computer would 
have a platform so the people k new where It 
atood. 


AND STYLE STILL would play an enor­ 
mous part, as it has with human candidates. 
A good-look ing computer with 
appeal 
tw 
women probably would have a better chance 
of getting elected than an older computer 
that k nows mor« but just doesn’t have the 
charisma. 


The computers would be subject to ques­ 
tioning by the press to see how they behave 
under stress. They also would appear 
on 
television to discuss how they wpuld handle 


a missile crisis. (This could either be by re­ 
corded voice or teleprinter.) 
The computers would have to let the 


American public k now whether they’re pro­ 


grammed for a tough posture with the Sovi­ 
ets or whether they have left room in their 


calculations for accommodation. 


After weighing all the pros and cons of the 
computers, the American peopl« would then 
go to the polls and decide which computer 
was up to fulfilling the awesome responsibili­ 


ty of deciding the fate of the world. 


THEN THERE ARE THOSE who might 
miss the excitement and glamor that come 
with having a human being as president of 
th e United States. But in these perilous 
Ames, a human being is just not up to the 
responsibility. 
A computer can work 24 hours a day. sev­ 
en days a week . It isn’t subject to political 
pressures. It can mak e decisions in seconds 
and it isn't going to fly every week end to 
Key Biscayne. 
Also, the beauty of having • computer for 
• president is that we no longer would have 
te worry about human error. It’s true we 
rtlli would have to worry about a computer 
erring. But on the other hand, If the comput­ 
er erred, we wouldn’t have to worry about it 
very long.

There have been political seminars with the 
stee1 union, the machinists and the rubber 
work ers. 


DESPITE THEIR former and present alli­ 
ances. for the most part, these are unions 
which would not be up tight on Democratic 
Party politics, and would turn it off if Mister 
Meany gave the signal. There’s been no signal 
— or traditional frown. Mr. Meany’s frow» is 
more pregnant than an upstream salmon. 
So this gets more and more curious. Since 
last December, for example. Hubert Humphrey 
has . pok en to and been cheered bv thousands of 
unionists, all the way from California’s grape 
pick ers to New York 's needle work ers. At ban­ 
quet after banquet, “the professor” has told 
them that they carried th» * “brunt" of his cam­ 
paign. And toastmasters have told him they’re 
with him on the road back to Pennsylvania 
Ave. 
Certainly Mr. Nixon’s professionals at th« 
White House and over at the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee, now launching their own Pig 
city-labor-national campaign, are aware of the 
Democratic Party build-up with labor's support. 
And certainly one White House visit doesn't 
mak e an alliance. 


BUT THERE IS an inherent contradictioa 
here. It does not seem possible that, after Mr. 
Meany's extremely friendly visit, the Democrat- 
ic-labor-lihera! coalition can ever again cam- 
p<,:"n acainst Mr. Nixon on the old devil theory. 
Thus th« labor leaders may be weak ening 
their political weanonry. This is a calculated 
risk . It may be worth it. Once I heard labor 
lawyer Arthur Goldberg say, during old CIO 
days, that labor wants more than a neutral in 
the W; ite House. It wants a friend. For in that 
Oval Room is the seat of power on the labor- 
management front. Whoever occupies it can 
« lowly but surely hobble the labor movement. 
This Is even truer today than it was almost 21 
years ago. So Mr. Meany. having been invited 
b*- Richard Nixon during the Hotel Pierre pre- 
transition days, to com« over to the White 
House, called on his neighbor across Lafayette 
Park . Nothing lik e having a friend over there. 
And Mr. Nixon’ What can he loee? His con­ 
servative friends, of course. But that’s a calcu­ 
lated risk he’s tak ing. Or is he? There may not 
be another 49 visits nor 82 phone calls to m stca 
the number of conversations Mr. Meany and 
Mr. Johnson had. 
Or there may b« . These are very sk illed polit­ 
ical think ers. 
Tim« will tell who risk ed most — and gained 
most.

WASHINGTON - Complaints are coming It 
tot only to management but te labor unions 
about a “discrimination In reverse" that is de­ 
veloping in the hiring or firing or promotion of 
omployea. 
. . . . 
This has arisen because the federal govern­ 
ment Ims assumed the power to grant or witk 
M d contract» to companies an the basis <4 
their record with respect te “racial discrimina­ 
tion" - sometime« construed as a failure by s 
company to employ a large enough number of 
Negroes. 
Various commissions In states and dtlea have 
been trying to encourage Industrial companies 
to hire more Negro employes. Often this is dif­ 
ficult becusse there are not many qualified per- 
•on* available from the Negro residents to a 


BUT THE BIGGEST PROTESTS are heard to 
4h« discussions among members of labor unions 
who feel that a particular Job ar promotion was 
given to a Negro primarily to enhance the com­ 
pany's position rather than on merit. 
This has produced a fear among white em­ 
ployes (hat, if an economic recession occurs, 
employers will hesitate to lay off Negroes, as 
this might lead to a lost of government con­ 
tracts. 
In nearly all union agreements. 
work er« 
who have the most seniority are the last to be 
« •Id off. Since only In recent years have large 
» umbers of Negroes been added in many com­ 
panies, they naturally would be the first to suf­ 
fer if business conditions caused layoff» . 
In the automobile industry, the United Auto­ 
mobile Work ers have ask ed Ford Motor Co. to 
tot the older employes voluntarily tak a a layoff 
— which, incidentally, means retaining % per 
cent of the regular week ly pay— so that pre­ 
sumably the Negroes at th« bottom cf the list 
would be able to continue work. 
Some of the companies which are confronted 
with this aspect of the problem are trying to re 
duct their work week and are tak ing other mea­ 
sures that will enable them to retain employes 
and thus mak e unnecessary any large number 
•f layoffs. 
TTv« difficulty with the racial factor In tha 
employment problem is not confined to any one 
section of the country. In the last presidential 
election, there was a substantial defection by 
work ers from the Democratic party, which has 
always had th« support cf p big majority of 
to 
bor-union members. 
The commonly heard reason for the shift was 
fhat many white employe* though» Wallace 
would protect their interests better than either 
Nixon or Humphrey. This was reflected in *he 
large vote given Wallace to several northern 
states. 
Unfortunately, in tha past many personnel 
managers turned away qualified Negro appli­ 
cants because of their race and the percentage 
•f whites In certain companies now is consid­ 
ered too high The problem is not easy* to solve, 
since racial prejudices do not disanpear over­ 
night and some white work ers frank ly say they 
do not want to work alongside persons of anoth­ 
er color 
In businesses where “ white collar'’ employes 
constitute the bulk of the personnel. K to rela­ 
tively easy, of course, to set standards 
and 
specify qualifications. In other types of work , 
however, which require less sk ill and training, 
Negro employment would naturally 
grow. 
In some cities today white work ers are 
scarce, as many have moved to th« suburbs, 
and personnel directors are saying that it is 
hard to get qualified help of any color. Employ­ 
ers in the large cities are finding also that, 
even when they hlr« whatever applicants a rt 
available, irrespective of race, efficiency isn't 
being attained. 
Perhaps one of the most perplexing of the 
controversies has developed in the public-schoul 
systems where demands are being made that 
more and more Negro teachers be employed. 
This raises the queetion whether the quality of 
education will be maintained if the faculty of a 
school has to be selected on the basis of race. 


LAWYERS IN MANY communities are strug­ 
gling now with legal aspects of the problem and 
school boards are puzzled as to how they should 
choose teachers. This “discrimination in re* 
verse" has led also to sharp dissent from teach­ 
ers’ unions. 
If everybody wer« selected on merit and with­ 
out regard to color and If each school hired the 
best teachers available, there would 
be no 
grounds for protest. 
But, unhappily, confidence in 
the procedures 
•f school boards is 
weak ened when they art 
pressured to appoint certain percentages 
of 
white or Negro teachers, regardless of individu­ 
al proficiency.
